Terrell points out, many of the splendidly 
trained teachers are receiving salaries in- 
comparabiy smaller than more poorly 
trained women in other professions. 

Ae lack of money is at the root of the 
evil, so more money must be the remedy. 
“Unless we pay our teachers salaries higher 
than day laborers we cannot expect to re- 
move the threat that now rests on the schol- 
arship of the declared. “At 
the same time, we miust arrange to relieve 
the almost criminal congestion against the 
injustice and danger of which The Consti- 
tution has so righteously protested. The 
most sensible and scientifiC way out is to 
set aside a fixed percentage of the annual 
city tax rate for schoo] purposes exclusively. 
“This would be at the disposal of the board 
“ef education, which would spend as little or 
aX much of the entire proceeds as was 
neaded. The board would, of course, be 
held to a strict accountability, but would 
also be freed from meddling. and would not 
have to engage in the annual scramble be- 
fore the finance committee. The plan would 
provide funds to relieve the immediate prob- 
lem of congestion and would enable us to 
decently compensate teachers and properly 
maintain the whole educational plant. All 
moderniv-conducted cities use this system. 
{ am also in favor of a bond issue of half a 
million dollars for the construction of a 
university high school.” 

Mr. Terrell's views are sound. The pro- 
rated tax plan, giving to the board absolute 
authority. is the one way out of the present 
disgraceful situation. As for the political 
end. The Constitution is already on record 
to the effect that politics must be scourged 
from the city’s educational system if eifi- 
ciency is to be kept at concert pitch. 

The fathers and mothers of Atlanta can- 
not permit a shortsighted policy to cripple 
the educational plant of the city with par- 
simony and politics.

Chicago, October 1o.—B. B. Johnson, 
president of the American. league and 
member of the national baseball com- 
mission, favors the retention of the 
world’s series games each fall in their 
present form. 

“While I recognize many of the nec- 
essary evils of the world's series, the 
one big point in its favor is that it 
arouses tremendous interest in every 
city and hamlet in the nation,” John- 
son said last night. “This interest 
redounds to the benefit of baseball, and 
our efforts should be to strengthen 
baseball. The inter-league series with 
sixteen clubs competing would sustain 
local interest, but they would remove 
the great financial incentive for teams 
to win their league now pe 

The commission, resiaent Johnson 
said, practically has agreed to the in- 
sertion in the uniform players’ con- 
tracts of the major league for 1914 of 
a clause which will prohibit players 
from writing for newspapers.
